A BRIEF HISTORY 


History traces the development of New Orleans back to the late 17th 
century at the time of La Salle’s claiming this entire area under the name of 
King Louis XIV of France in 1682. It remained nothing more than a small 
settlement until 1718, when in honor of the Regent of France, Phillippe, Duc 
d’Orleans, Sieur de Bienville had his engineers plot the original city which 
today is known as the French Quarter. 

The capital of the colonial empire of Louisiana began in Mobile in 1682, 
moved to Biloxi in 1699, and then to New Orleans in 1723. The population 
consisted of soldiers, trappers, merchants, and slaves, until in 1727, the 
Ursuline Order sent over six nuns as nurses and teachers and under their 
supervision, eighty-eight girls came with them from the prisons of Paris to 
serve as wives of the settlers. 

In spite of the hardships caused by malaria, floods, and hostile Indians 
the city continued to expand and develop and by 1731 became a French crown 
colony under Louis XV. Population continued to expand. People arrived on 
ships from France and traders floated down the Mississippi River from the 
North. Up river travel was not possible until much later, 1814, when the 
steamboat appeared. 

It is said that in 1762 Louis XV of France lost a wager to his cousin King 
Charles III of Spain and thus the whole Louisiana territory became a Spanish 
possession. This trade took place along with other agreements and became 
official under the Treaty of Fontainebleau in 1762 and the Treaty of Paris 
in 1763. 

French officials and citizens in the territory did not learn of this until 
1766 when the Spanish commissioner, Don Antonio de Ulloa and his party 
arrived by boat in New Orleans. They felt they had been betrayed; refused 
to follow de Ulloa’s rule and forced him to leave in 1768 under threat of being 
hung. This act marked the first time in America that a colony enjoyed 
freedom from a foreign rule. 

Freedom lasted only eight months; however, as in the Summer of 1769,

25 Spanish war ships with over 3,000 soldiers arrived and reclaimed the 
territory. Don Bernardo de Galvez was made Governor of Louisiana in 1770. 
During the early 1770’s Spain and Great Britain were pirating each other’s 
merchant ships in the Atlantic. This practice continued to expand over the 
next few years and in August of 1776, upon learning of the revolt of the New 
England colonies against Great Britain, de Galvez sent 20 of his largest vessels 
laden with supplies and ammunition out into the Gulf of Mexico and up the 
eastern sea coast to New York. This act was greatly appreciated by the 
revolutionaries and Oliver Pollack, a member of the Continental Congress 
was sent to Spain to extend personal thanks to Spain and Charles III. This 
and other events caused Great Britain to declare war on Spain in 1779. 

In order that all of Great Britain’s holdings were eliminated in America, 
de Galvez wiped out British colonies in Mobile, Baton Rouge, Pensacola, and 
Natchez in 1780 and 1781. 

During the last half of the 18th Century the middle part of America 
became more heavily populated and New Orleans’ port served to build her 
into an extremely busy and wealthy city as ships from Spain and France 
visited New Orleans with great regularity. 

It should be remembered that the two nationalities, Spanish and French, 
lived together here in considerable friendship during most of this time, and 
their intermarriage developed the Creole. Thus the city’s natural architecture 
and food is Creole. 

Spain’s war with Great Britain was costly and although she looked on 
Louisiana as a valued property, she could no longer afford to keep it. Great 
Britain, it was feared, would seize it. By the Treaty of San Ildefonso in 
1801, Louisiana was ceded to France. In two short years Napoleon too feared 
that he could not keep it away from the British and the Louisiana Purchase 
was signed in 1803, deeding the entire property to the United States for $15 
million. 

The New Orleanians (the Creoles) did not like the intervention and 
appearance of the Americans and fights were so fierce that the Americans 
built up their own area on the other side of the main canal (now Canal Street). 

Late in 1812, during the War of 1812, the British began the first of their 
repeated attempts to seize New Orleans and thus control the Mississippi 
River. In early 1815, this reached its head. General Andrew Jackson and his 
‘“Kentucks” arrived and teamed up with the noted pirate Jean Lafitte, Choctaw 
Indians, Creoles, and Negro slaves for an extremely fierce 29 day battle, The 
Battle of New Orleans. The British were resoundly beaten and driven off as 
Jackson lost only 52 men and the British 2200. 

It was now apparent that at least the Mississippi River was secure and 
free. This fact, the development of the steamboat, cotton, and tobacco made 
New Orleans a ‘boom town.” By 1840, the city was the second wealthiest, 
second only to New York, and fourth in population. It grew and became the 
bulwark of the Confederacy until it was occupied by Union troops in 1862. 

After the Civil War and the malaria plague of 1871, the city’s commerce 
and population again boomed. It recovered from the War much faster than 
most of the Confederacy because of its port activities. It again became a 
major rail head. 

Today New Orleans is still a progressive city. It is the 2nd largest port 
in the United States, a leader in the tourist industry, has a rapidly growing 
population and millions of dollars in new construction. Yet it has not lost its 
heritage of the birthplace of Jazz, its cuisine, its Creole ancestors (the City is 
still over 50% Catholic), and the French Quarter. It still possesses its Joie de 
Vive and enjoys being “The City that Care Forgot.”’

THE AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION 


The association headquarters building, located on the campus of Colorado 
College in Colorado Springs, has housed the ANA administrative and editorial 
functions, its library and museum since 1967. 

Founded in 1891, the American Numismatic Association is an educational, 
non-profit organization operating under a federal charter issued by Congress. 
It welcomes to membership worthy persons eleven years of age and over who 
have a sincere interest in numismatics. Including member clubs and the 
several classes of individual members, its total membership is over 28,000 
representing all states of the Union and most other countries of the world. 

Advantages of membership are many and varied. All members, except 
associates, receive the official monthly publication, The Numismatist, an 
illustrated magazine devoted to news of association activities and the hobby 
in general, articles on specific numismatic items, advertisements of member 
dealers and miscellaneous items relating to the hobby. Other regular publica- 
tions are the Club Bulletin for member clubs and The Young Numismatist 
for the junior collectors. Any member may borrow books from the world’s 
largest circulating numismatic library. 

Members are invited to visit headquarters whenever they are in the scenic 
Pikes Peak area, especially to see the numismatic museum and the library. 
The association’s certification service, located in Washington, D. C., was re- 
cently opened and members may now use it for examination of numismatic 
items as to authenticity. Charges for the service depend upon the item’s 
valuation, and an identifying certificate will be issued to the owner. 

Members are eligible for special group insurance for their collections and 
for hospitalization coverage of themselves and members of their families at 
lower rates than for comparable individual policies. 

A one-week educational seminar is held at headquarters each summer 
which members may attend at most reasonable rates, including lodging and 
meals. 

Annual dues of regular and junior members at $6.00 ($8.00 after December 
31, 1972). An admittance fee of $5.00 is payable with regular membership 
applications but is waived in the case of juniors 11 to 20 years of age. Life 
membership is available for $200, in one payment or in installments over 
a year.

member, (5) slides and tape of Ethiopian coins available on loan free for 
junior programs, (6) national awards for junior achievements in literature and 
speaking, (7) junior awards for exhibits at the national convention, and, last 
but not least, the development of a (8) Young Numismatist correspondence 
course.

OBVERSE: The border is taken from the famous iron work found on the 
balconies throughout “Le Vieux Carre.” The map of Louisiana is used with 
the figure from the Bienville Monument of Jena Baptiste le Moyne de BIEN- 
VILLE, founder of New Orleans. The St. Louis Cathedral, named for the 
King of France, Louis the 9th, Saint Louis and the Patron Saint of New 
Orleans, is one of the most famous landmarks of the city. The original struc- 
ture was built in 1724. After a fire destroyed it it was rebuilt in 1789-94. 
“The Streetcar Named Desire’ immortalized the streetcar in New Orleans 
which is still one of the favorite means of transportation. There actually was 
a streetcar marked ‘Desire’? which ran to Desire Street. 


REVERSE: The Carnival float symbolizes the pre-Lenten festival of Mardi 
Gras. The building is the former U.S. Mint building which is still standing 
in New Orleans. The steamboat was the important means of transportation 
on the Mississippi River. BIENVILLE, the founder of the city chose the site 
because a French city on the Mississippi would tie French Canada and the 
Gulf of Mexico together, thus facilitating transportation and encouraging 
commerce in the Mississippi Valley. The river has been the “life line” of 
New Orleans. The map is of the original French city which still is known as 
“Le Vieux Carre.” It is also referred to as the ‘French Quarter.” The Staff 
with the Fleur-de-Lys is the symbol of France, as New Orleans was originally 
a French Colonial city. The Crescent also represents the “Crescent City,” so 
called because the bend in the river encircles the city in the form of a crescent. 
It is also the heraldic symbol found on the coat-of-arms of the Le Moyne 
family and is carved on the base of the Bienville Monument. The International 
Trade Mart is the symbol of modern or contemporary New Orleans. New 
Orleans was the first ‘Melting pot” of what is now the United States and has 
always been an International city. New Orleans, the city of French and Spanish 
heritage is the “Gateway” to Central and South America.
